Garland, attorney general under Presi­ 
dent Cleveland, died yesterday from a 
stroke of apoplexy. 
Mr. Garland was 
addressing the supremeoourt in the case 
of Towson against Moon; when stricken, 
aud died within IO minutes after. 
Sev­ 
eral weeks ago Mr. Garland was at­ 
tacked with grip and had suffered from 
its effects ever since. 


VI Augustus HIH Garland wag born In Tip­ 
ton county, Tennessee. June ll. 1*82 His 
parents removed to Arkansaw before he 
was a year o’d. He was educated at S t 
, Mary’s college, Lebenon, Ky,, and St. Jo- 
I W’ph's oolleg.*, Bardstown, Ky.; read law 
, there and in Arkansas, and was admitted 
to the bar In Washington, Ark., in IHNS. 
He was a Whig in politics, and in 18*50 
wa# an elector on the Bell and Everett 
j ticket. He was an opponent of the seces­ 
sion ordinance in the state convention, 
but after Its passage he espoused the south­ 
ern cause and wa# a member of the pro­ 
visional congress that met at Montgom­ 
ery, Ala., in May, 1801. He was chosen a 
delegate to the first confederate congress, 
and afterward served in the senate, 
In 1865 he petitioned the United States 
supreme court for the right to practice 
without taking the "ironclad” oath, pre­ 
senting an argument on which the ques­ 
tion was decided In his favor In Dec. 1807. 
In 1874. after serving a #hort time as act­ 
ing secretary of state, he was elected gov­ 
ernor of Arkansas, under the new state 
constitution. In 1870 he was sent to the 
United States senate, succeeding Powell 
Clayton I Republican), and ro-elertcd in 
1883. serving from March 5, 1877. to March 
5. 1885.

Madrid, Jan. 27.—The cabinet met 
yesterday afternoon under the presi­ 
dency of th© queen regent.

the supreme m ilitary tribunal relative 
to General Jaudenez, the Spanish com­ 
mander who capitulated at Manila and 
who has been imprisoned since Wednes­ 
day.

Therefore the pre­ 
mier insisted that the convocation of the 
cortes should be no longer delayed. 
It is reported that the courtmartial 
will exonerate General Toral oil the 
ground that he acted under superior in­ 
structions, but that Admiral Monteojo, 
v ho was defeated by Admiral Dewey at 
Cavite, will be tried for the incompetent 
condition of his fleet.

National Association a Growing Or- 
gaul/.alien—Next Place of Meeting.
